Sky Shows 


The Clouds of Magellan, the new sky 
show in the Morrison Planetarium, takes 
the audience on a quick trip to the 
Southern Hemisphere to see celestial 
wonders that are visible only from below 
the equator. The Southern Cross, Alpha 
Centauri, and the Magellanic Clouds are the 
subjects of fascinating tales of history and 
lore. The Clouds of Magellan can be 
seen through April 28. 


Note: The planetarium will be closed from 
April 29 through May 2. It will reopen on 
May 3 with Death Stars and Dragon 
Tales, a look at the theories surrounding 
the extinction of the dinosaurs. 


Shows in the Morrison Planetarium are 
2:00 p.m. on weekdays and 11 a.m., 2:00 
and 3:30 p.m. on weekends and holidays. 
A special Easter schedule will be in effect 
from April 1 through 5 with daily shows at 
2:00 and 3:30 p.m. (Due to large crowds, 
members are asked to be at the Planetarium 
- door no later than 10 minutes before 
showtime.)

on Saturdays, Sundays and holidays.

The John James Audubon folio in Cowell 
Hall is an historic feature that should not be 
missed on your next visit to the museum. It 
is one of four volumes printed between 
1827 and 1938 containing all of the works 
by this master wildlife artist. This rare and 
beautiful set of books, donated to the 
California Academy of Sciences in 1962 by 
Edward E. and Florence Hills, was one of the 
few treasures saved from the Mark Hopkins 
Mansion before it was destroyed by the fire 
in 1906. This month marks the 200th 
anniversary of the birth of Audubon; April 
26 has been designated as his official 
birthday by the Audubon Society since the 
exact date is unknown.

The Safe-Quake - 
education 
disguised as fun! 


April 18, marks the 79th anniversary of the 
most famous natural disaster in San 
Francisco’s history; the earthquake and fire 
which sent residents tumbling out of beds 
and to the relative safety of Golden Gate 
Park. There are not many people around 
who remember the actual event, but visitors 
to the Natural History Museum and 
Aquarium can experience two California 
tremors when they ride the Safe-Quake in 
the Edward Hohfeld Earth & Space Hall. 


Two separate jolts, neither strong enough to 
knock anyone over, register 4.0 and then 5.7 
on the Richter scale. On the accompanying 
videotape, Dr. Bruce Bolt, President of the 
California Academy of Sciences and Director 
of the Seismographic Station at the 
University of California at Berkeley, 


describes the damage done in the '57 and 
06 quakes, and scenes from a Hollywood 
film complete the educational experience 
disguised as-fun. Visitors can pick up 
handouts with some helpful hints on getting 
ready for a major earthquake. As Dr. Bolt 
says to the thousands of visitors who have 
ridden the attraction”. . . We must be 
prepared!”
